The  western  part  of  che  town  is  drained  by  a  9”  sewer 
12'"  iron  outfall  at  the  Cobb..  The  centre  o  !  che  town  is 
drained  by  9”,  12”  and  15”  sewers,  and  the  alley  by  9”  and  12" 
sewers  in  the  river  bed.  These  join  t  che  river  mouth  and 
discharge  to  the  se:  by  an  18”  iron  outfall.  Both  outfalls
